The chief engi-
neer of the house left Dubugue & week
ago, and has been poring over the
work before him, dividing his time
between hig hotel and the capitol. A
glance nt the calendar of the house
will give an ldea of the work before
him. Tt containg already four speclnl
orders, 151 bills reported to the commit-
tee of the whole house on the atute of
the union: 9 on the house calendar,
If all these bllls are passed, and the
amount of money approprinted In them
ndded Lo the amount required hy the

There is also a strong
pressure for the repeal of the stamn
tnx on checks, patenl medicines, legal
docunments, negotiable notes, marriage
contracts and burlal certificates. The
revenue i said to exceed the ox-
penses by more than $80,000,000 a year.
This excess however would quickly he
wipad out by the irrigation and other
bills inst mentioned.
